can be-booght very cheaply. The

. Rasrantee as to the fature sre 
more or leas matiera of mere 
form, and the Chinese‘ are per- 
fectly well aware cf the real 
osture of Japan's demande, It 
is not aurprising, therefore, that 
they'sre not at all astonished at 
Japan's clamey threats, and be- 
come more confirmed than ever 
in their belief that the ‘Japanese 
may ‘be insulted and injared with 
impanity.
